“Again, the United States would neve? 
be able to make a cent out of it, Not 
enough vessels would pass through. I 
have been told by Hon. Mark Smith, of 
Arizona, that on the:Pacific side of the 
Canal there are six months when no sa.i- 
ing vessel couid reach the shore.

We observe that a number of trade 
newspapers are inclined to throw bou- 
quets at the administration for doing 
its plain duty in China. There is 
no objection to this, but it serves to 
give point and emphasis to the remark 
that what Mr. McKinley has done any 
other president would have been com- 
pelled to do under Nie pressure of sim- 
ilar circumstances. This fact takes

It is than probable that several 
contractors will submit bids covering 
the entire work and will then sub-let the 
contracts for the stone work, painting, 
plastering, iron work and fhe various 
other work that will go to make the new 
courthouse annex one of the handsomest 
structures of its Kind in the country. 

There is every reason to suppose that 
contract for the ‘work will be let 
within the $100,000 appropriation for that 
purpose, and the members of the county 
board are of the opinion that a satis- 
factory bid will be presented this morn- 
ing, which can be accepted without dif- 
ficulty as covering the complete work 
of erecting the new building and not 
in excess of that amount, 

Not only is a handsome new annex 
to be erected, but the old courthouse 
is ‘to remodeled at an expense of $10,000 
and in such a manner as to make it fully 
adequate for all the purposes for which 
it will be needed in the future. It is 
expected that the old structure will be 
remodeled so as to conform as nearly as 
possible to the architecture of the new 
one, and that the two buildings will ap- 
pear as one when the work has been 
finished.

Another 
occurrence which brought joy to the heart 
cf the ccmmonwealth was ass ciated with 
18S!9, and had special reference to Spain's 
cession of east Florida to the United 
States. West Florida was alre ady in the 
hands of the latter nation, having been 
occupled by its citizens since 1810. The 
epring of 1819 likewise furnished the ocea- 
sion for President Monrce’s auspicious 
visit; and the same year was signalized 
by the triumphant passage from Georgia 
to Liverpool of the “City of Savannah,” 
which was the first steamboat to accom- 
plish that result, laden with home pro- 
drce. And last of all, a noteworthy 
treaty with the Cherokees was toncluded 
at Washington city fn February of that 
year, whereby an extensive territorial ad- 
junct became incorporated with the com. 
monwealth. Out of a portion of this 
domain the county of Rabun was subse- 
quently carved; while the balance of the 
tract was subject to division between the 
counties of Hall and Habersham. Eight 
months later the people of the state were 
shocked by the melancholy announcement

judged the successful candidate, by a 
narrow majority, over Hon. George M. 
Troup, his formidable competitor. 
Coincidentally with Governor Clarke's 
inauguration, the population of the com- 
monwealth aggregated three hundred 
and forty-one thousand. The numerical 
strength of her counties was now in- 
creased to forty-seven; and she would 
soon be entitled to a representation of 
seven in the lower house at Washing- 
ton. Early in 1821 an important: confer- 
ence was held with the Creeks at Indian 
Spring. As a result of that interview, 
a treaty was concluded with the red men 
whereby an extensive territorial convey- 
ance to the state was effected. The lands 
ceded were situate between the Ocmul- 
gee and the Flint rivers, and they were 
speedily organized into the counties of 
Bibb, Crawford, Dooly, Fayette, Henry, 
Houston, Monroe and Pike. In the se- 
quent November, the battle of the ballots 
was resumed, and again was the execu- 
tive confronted by ‘the redoubtable 
Troup. While the former was re-elected, 
he had no reason for congratulation-over 
the magnitude of his triumph, as he won 
only by a bare majority of two votes. 
Hitherto the governor and state officers 
had been chosen by the legislature. It 
was now, however, determined to alter 
the law on that subject, so as to permit 
of their Sejection through direct popular 
suffrages. An act of similar import was 
passed in 1823; and so, by the terms of 
the constitution, the twice ‘authorized 
change was elevated into the “dignity of 
a Statutory provision, amendatory of 
that instrument. In the fall of the last 
mentioned year Mr. Troup, whose aspl- 
rations were unqualifiedly centered upon 
tne gubernatorial chair, made another 
Strenuous effort at their realization. On 
this occasion his honorable ambition was 
destined to be gratified: as, after a vig- 
orous canvass, his opponent. Hon. Mat- 
thew Talbot, succumbed before his vic- 
torious progress. The former was then 
invested with all the powers and ‘pre- 


| rogatives appertaining to the chief mag- 


istrate of Georgia, and at once began 


to bend his best faculties toward the 
proper executfon of his exalted functions. 
He was, indeed, a manly governor, and 


‘his courageous adherence to deeply root- 
'ed convictions was one of the strongest 


traits in his character. Attributes such 
as he fossessed were just what were 
needed to cope with the conditions which 
were soon to arise, and most fortunate 
was it for the state that it was able, 
at this critical juncture, to command 
his inestimable services.
